If 
time  had  permitted,  no  re  excerpts  and  mentions  vfould  have 
boon  included  from  other  States  and  counties  doing  outstanding 
work  rolaAod  to  the  fundar.icntal  aims  and  basic  principles  of 
the  yoar-around  Home  Demonstration  program, 

GEORGIA 

Dr,  C.  R,  Jordan,  -^^ssociate  Entomologist  at  the  University  of  Georgia, 
is  coopera. ting  vath  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  in  promoting 
entomological  work  during  this  yearns  National  Hone  Demonstration  Week. 

Demonstration  packets  on  roach  control  have  been  made  available  to  each 
county  homo  demonstration  agent.  Included  in  the  packet  is  a script  on 
the  control  of  roaches,  and  characters  for  use  vath  a flannel graph.  The 
packet  will  also  contain  television  cjid  radio  suggestions  on  roach 
control,  and  a color  movie  on  the  subject  vrill  bo  provided  the  agents.

Inghan  county’s  ”Hono  Done  ns  t rat  ion  Group  of  tho  Year”  v;as  selected  at 
tho  27th  annual  countywido  Hone  Doiaonstration  achiovonont  day  hold  in 
1954  at  Michigan  State  Collcgo,  shortly  before  tho  start  of  Hone  Demon- 
stration Week*  One  club  from  among  tho  county’s  72  was  cited  for 
oxtraordino.ry  accomplishment.  That  club  then  was  honored  by  tho  1,100 
Homo  Demonstration  group  members  of  tho  county,  about  half  of  whom  v/oro 
present  at  the  achievement  day  program  during  Homo  Demonstration  Uook* 

Tho  day-long  achievement  day  program  tied  in  NHD  Week  and  I'ilichigan  Week, 
and  good  speakers  on  timely  topics  wore  present od*  Tv/onty  or  more  of 
tho  projects  which  county  Hone  Demonstration  group  members  had  completed 
during  tho  year  were  shown*

This  page  had  a 
streamer  headline,  ”FAKi  lYOIffiN  OBSERVE  NATIONAL  YrEEK,”  Other  articles  on 
the  pa.ge  wore  ’’Homo  Demonstration  Agent  Does  Variety  of  Jobs  in  Helping 
Rural  Homemakers,”  ”l/Iork  of  Loaders  Va.lubalc  to  ilgent,”  ’’Objectives  Listed 
for  Na.tionaA.

CALIFORNIA 

HomemaJeers  Forum  was  one  of  the  most  successful  programs  presented  in 
Santa  Clc.ra  bounty  during  last  NHD  Week,  Thome  v/as  ’’Market  Expansion 
Through  Consumer  Education,”  Coopera-ti  on  between  industry  represen- 
tatives, Extension  workers,  and  the  Homo  Extension  group  members  was 
credited  for  the  good  program.  Fifteen  grov/ers  assisted  by  placing 
booths  in  the  civic  auditorium  in  San  Jose,  and  126  project  loaders 
served  as  demonstrators  in  the  booths,  Anong  other  program  features 
was  a talk  by  a speaker  from  the  Bettor  Business  Bureau  on  ”It’s  Your 
Dollar,  IJhy  Wa.ste  It?” 

More  tha.n  1,700  wemon  attended  Homemakers  Forum  Day*  It  v/as  called  a 
joint  staff  effort  because  the  Farm  Advisors  helped  set  up  the  booths 
and  handled  the  large  number  of  letters  and  mimeographed  moberials 
necessary  for  the  day*  The  next  afternoon,  the  Farm  Advisors  met  with 
the  Home  Advisors  for  a brief  conference  to  review  the  day.  All  of  the 
Earm  -t»-dvisors  felt  it  had  boon  a highly  avorthwhilo  program,  and  had 
done  a lot  in  an  information  and  public  relations  \vay  with  the  groxvors  and 
the  people  of  the  county.

Some  woro  arranged  to  coincide 
with  Hone  Demons tr at i on  Week,  Spocial  luncheons  during  the  Festivals 
gave  the  T7onon  a chance  to  got  bettor  acquainted.  Those  gatherings 
v/oro  often  hold  in  the  sano  building  x*/ith  tho  mooting.  In  most  casos 
a short  program  took  place.  At  this  time,  menbors  of  tho  County  Court 
v/ero  introduced  and  recognition  given  to  other  guests  taking  part  in 
tho  day’s  activities.
